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Peter Ollerton, 31 on Saturday, a 
terror to coaches during his 12 years 
as a player, is a coach himself now — 
and a very good one after only a 
XK year’s experience. 


Ollerton’s shrewdness, toughness and down-to- 
earth approach have made Preston Makedonia a chal- 
lenger for the PSL championship in only its second 
season in the league. 

If experience counts for anything, Ollerton has had 
more than most. 

During a career in which he scored 20 goals in 5 

mes for Australia (he’s the all-time third-highest 
Secneron scorer), Ollerton has worn the colors of six 
clubs — Ringwood-Wilhelmina, APIA, South Mel- 
bourne Hellas, Marconi, Footscray J.U.S.T. and 
Makedonia. 

He started as an apprentice with Blackpool, then in 
the English First Division. He was 15 then, and Black- 
pool’s players included Alan Ball, Emlyn Hughes, 
Tommy Hutchinson, and Jim Armfield. 

At 18 he was in the company of Kevin Keegan, 
Tommy Smith, Ray Clemence and other stars during 
a six-month trial with Liverpool, following which he 
scored 24 goals in a season with Fleetwood in the 
Northern Premier League — a feat which attracted 
the attention of Charlton Athletic and Stoke City. 

But as it happened, Wilhelmina official Fred Hut- 
chinson lured him to Australia. “I didn't even know 
where Australia was at the time,’’ he says. 

So he arrived at the age of 19, in April, 1971, to play 
in a talented side boasting such excellent players as 
Fred Bunce, David Pygall, Mike Pye and goalkeeper 
John Kennedy. 

He notched 10 goals in his first season and 14 in 1972 
before switching to APIA part of the way into the 1973 
season 


He scored a hat-trick in his very first game as APIA 
beat Croatia 3-1 and finished that year with 14 5 

In 1974 he was top scorer in the NSW First Division 
with 22 and it was that year that coach Rale Rasic 
brought him into the national team for a scoreless 
draw with a visiting Auckland XI. It was two games 
later that he scored his first goal for Australia — Ina 
20 victory over Uruguay at the Sydney Cricket 
Ground, and he went on to make two appearances in 
the 1974 World Cup finals, as a substitute against West 
Germany and Chile. 5 

A cartilage operation interrupted his career but in 
1975 he was runner-up to Attila Abonyi among the 
NSW goalscorers. The same year he married Jill, a 
Melbourne girl, and an offer from Hellas fitted nicely 
into their plans to return to Victoria. 

Hellas paid $9500 for the big striker and in his first 
year with the club, Hellas won the State League 
championship by nine points, thanks not only to Oller- 
ton but also iy Armstrong, Jimmy Mackay, 
Steve Walker, and John Kennedy. Ollerton started 
that season — 1976 — by scoring a hat-trick in the 
Ampol Cup final, which Hellas won #1 against Foot- 
scray J,U.S.T. 
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Ollerton played with Hellas in 1977, the first year of 
the PSL but in 1978, when he was top scorer in the 
league, coach Dave Maclaren decided to get rid of 
him, resulting in Olierton’s transfer to Marconi. 

He couldn’t settle in Sydney however, and so it was 
back to Victoria to join Footscray J.U.S.T. in 1979. 
Here he played as sweeper, and in midfield as well as 
up front until he transferred to Makedonia which was 
making a bid for the State League championship. 

He scored 11 goals in 11 games that year as Make- 
donia took the title and gained promotion to the PSL. 
Last year he notched 10 goals in the PSL and at the 
time of writing, he had four goals so far in 1982, al- 
though he uses himself mainly as a substitute, in 
order to give the other players a run. 

_ Ollerton discusses his coaching, his players, his as- 
pirations for Makedonia, and his past clashes with 
coaches in this interview with ‘Soccer Action” editor 
LAURIE SCHWAB: 


SCHWAB: Our columnist Mike Johnson 
wrote In “Soccer Action’’ recently about the 
many mombers of Rale Rasic’s 1974 national 
team who have tumed successfully to coach- 
ing. ts Rasic's influence the reason, or were 
these players ‘‘naturals‘’ from the beginning? 

OLLERTON: I read that column by Johnson, and it 
was quite true. Ray Richards coached Marconi and 
APIA, John Watkiss is with Sutherland, Doug Utjese- 
novic coached Avala, Jack Reilly had Heidelberg, 
Manfred Schaefer and Johnny Warren both had St. 
George, Jimmy Rooney was joint coach of Heidel- 
berg, Ron Corry coached Manly, Jimmy Milisavijevic 
is coaching Ringwood United, Attila Abonyi’s got Riv- 
erwood and of course I’m at Makedonia. I guess the 
players of that era have been coming to the end of 
their playing careers and are wanting to put some- 
thing back into the sport. They’ve been under a lot of 
coaches during their careers, they've seen a lot of 
local and overseas teams and they've picked up a lot 
of knowledge. 


SCHWAB: But why the 1974 players in par- 
ticular? Was Rasic the inspiration? 

OLLERTON: Definitely. Most players, like me, ad- 
mired him for his ability on and off the field, and I 
Suppose he was the first man in soccer to get that sort 
of recognition and media exposure. I know Rooney, 
Mackay and many others were into Rasic and the 
things he did. And, looking back, I guess Rasic is the 
best coach I've been under in Australia. We all picked

up a lot from him, As far as the 1974 team was con- 
cerned, he did everything ay coach possibly could 
have done to get us to the World Cup. Although he 
looked after himself first and foremost, he also made 
sure the players looked after themselves, He was the 
one who got us together and helped us win a fair bonus 
deal from the ASF. He also stood, by his players, 
There was a squad of about 18, and once you got into it 
— which was very hard to do — you had a good chance 
of staying there. It was not like the farce of 1980-81 
when everyone in the country played for the national 
team. But getting back to our coaching aspirations, I 
guess coaching was more accentuated in the 1974 
period than it had been previously in the years of Stan 
Ackerley and Co. Also, there were better coaching 
books around and more research into coaching, which 
all helped. But it was the attitude of the players, too. I 
always thought I could do it. So did many others. 
People thought Jimmy Mackay would turn to coach- 
ing, but he didn’t. You have to want to do it yourself. 


SCHWAB: What then, is your particular atti- 
tude to coaching? 

OLLERTON: Well, from Rasic I learned how to 
talk to players individually and as a squad. But my 
tactics aren't taken from anyone else. I've been in the 
game long enough and I know Australian soccer well 
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Heidelberg United is in the money because Yakka 
‘Banovic has become by far Australia’s most expensive 


enough to adopt the tactics I need for particular 
games. 


SCHWAB: When you took over as coach of 
Makedonia in the PSL, you decided very quick- 
ly that the team needed new blood. Why? 


OLLERTON: I was the only player in the squad 
with PSL experience at the time that Brian Edgley 
resigned under pressure from the committee, The 
president, John Branov, had told me from the start 

' that he had plans for me — either as assistant coach 
or perhaps as player-coach. John Gardiner was play- 
er-coach of Croatia, and he was getting good results, 
so Branov thought that might be a good thing for 
Makedonia too. So Branov rang me the night Edgley 
quit and offered me the job. I told him that if he wants 
Success — and we were in the relegation zone at the 
time — we needed players with PSL experience. He 
agreed, so I started looking around and eventually 
picked up Peter Boyle from West Adelaide, and Isaac 
Farrell and Richard Wilson from Canberra. They 
blended in with what we had and we went on to finish 
about 11th after picking up 17 points in the second half 
a the season, compared with 10 or 11 points in the 

irst half.

SCHWAS: You also made up your mind to 
fet a few players go. Why? 

OLLERTON: That was the club, not me. We had 
about 18 or 19 players, and four or five still had to be 
paid although they weren't being used. That’s why the 
club wanted to sell fellows like Lou Kastner, Jeff 
Faulkner, John Higham, Terry Nolan and Ron Macl- 
vor. 


SCHWAB: What sort of qualities do you 
look for when buying a player? 

OLLERTON: It’s different for various positions. 
First of all, they have to be et to give 100 per cent 
in the game and at training. Attitude is the biggest 
factor, use skill and talent are no good without it 
— and with a part-time playe who has to hold down a 
job as well, 100 per cent attitude is hard to get. I also 
look at the player’s background, what he has done for 
his previous clubs and how he would suit us. 


SCHWAB: Do you feel you need more players 
right now? 
OLLERTON: I feel, to be a top four side next year, 
we need two or three new men. 


SCHWASB: But you're so close to the top 
four now that those two or three men could 
make the difference immediately, 20 why not 
go for them? 


OLLERTON: At the moment we're only looking a 
game ahead, taking things as they come, but of course 
if the right player came along — a player who would 
make that difference — we'd buy him straight away. 
We've got the money, because we haven't spent any. 


SCHWAB: Well, can you get into the top 
four with what you've got at the moment? 
OLLERTON: The players at the club do have an 
outside chance of doing that. If we were to buy new 
players, we'd have to get rid of some of those we have 
— and all of them are good players. In fact, onl 
Sydney City, APIA and perhaps St. George can matc 
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Australia’s best forward line, from 
left: Gary Ward, Claude Lucchesi, 
Doug Brown. 


the depth we have in our squad, Certainly we’ve got 
far greater depth than the other Melbourne clubs..I've 
got fellows on the sidelines who could play in 
J.U.S.T.'s senior team tomorrow — fellows like Mike 
Rainey or Rob Cullen for example. If I did splash out 
money, I'd do so only for a midfielder or defender. 


SCHWAB: Do you regret not having made a 
bid for Gary Byrne before he went to 
Canberra? 

OLLERTON: No, he wouldn’t have suited our style. 
He’s a 15 or 20 yard-passer. I want people to get for- 
ward quickly to support the strikers and to score. 
That’s what we lack. Our midfielders don’t get for- 
ward to score goals. I want a midfielder like that, 


SCHWAB: You tried, didn’t you? 
OLLERTON: I approached Graham Honeyman and 
Brian Northcote early on. And of course we offered 
2 -U.S.T. $20,000 for Zoran Illioski, which they turned 
own, 


SCHWAB: George Christopoulos is the type 
of player you're looking for. Why didn’t you go 
for him? 

OLLERTON: We didn't really know about him so 
we didn’t get a chance to make a bid. 


SCHWAESB: You left Peter Boyle out of the 
team that beat Olympic 4-1. Alan Whittle 
wasn’t playing either. Was he laft out? 

OLLERTON: No, he was injured. He’s got a bad 
achilles tendon and he's also had to pull out of the Vic- 
torian squad which will meet Watford. 


SCHWAB: The midfield you used against 
Olympic was very disciplined defensively but is 
it capable of attacking effectively agaisnt a 
side that defends against you? 

OLLERTON: Yes, I’m confident they can work the 
ball up to the front three. George McMillan is a much 
more attacking player than he looked to be against 
Olympic, so too is John Little. 


SCHWAB: But you‘ll lose McMillan when he 
goes to Scotland on holidays next week, and 
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Boyle, who is a creative playor, appears to be 


on the outer. 

OLLERTON: His form over three or four weeks 
was down and he was the first to realise it. I wanted ta 
put in the young fellows, Miranda and Little, so he had 
to go to make room for them but Boyle certainly is not 
out of the running. He'll have to get his head up and 
work at his game. 


SCHWAB: Talking about getting your head 
up, Steve Beech must be an example to all 


players in that regard. He was dropped a few 


times but keaps on coming back strongly. 

OLLERTON: You’re right. He’s the perfect 
example to every player in Australia. I wish 1 had 12 
with his attitude. He doesn’t have tremendous skill 
but he gives you 100 per cent every time he plays. He 
dives into tackles, he’s tremendously fit, he plays the 
easy ball, and when he’s out of the side he takes it like 
a true sportsman. He was dropped after the game 
against Marconi because he played poorly and he was 
the best player on the park in our Second Division 
team the following week. Then I brought him back to 
mark Jim Redfern and he did a great job. 


SCHWAB: You have a fine forward line. 
How would you compare it with these of other 
clubs? 


OLLERTON; I'd say without reservation that it’s 
the best forward line in Australia. Even when we've 
lost or drawn games, those forwards always created a 
lot of chances. Individually they’re all very good play- 
ers, and they’re all very good finishers. They make it 
hard for opponents, because while it’s easy to mark 
one scorer out of the game, it’s bard to cope with 
three of them. : 


SCHVVAS: What's more, you haven’t had 
the best from your attack because at various 
stages, you've been unable to field ocither 
Claude Lucchesi, Robbie Cullan or Gary Ward. 

OLLERTON: That's right. We've had combinations 
of Cullen-Ward-Brown, Cullen-Lucchesi-Brown, or 
Brown-Cullen. The best blend is the one we used 
against Olympic — Ward-Lucchesi-Brown. 


SCHWAB: What then of Rob Cullen? 

OLLERTON: You always get 100 per cent effort 
from Robbie but it seems he’s got a few other things 
on his mind at the moment. There's talk about him 
going home to Scotland at the end of the year and that 
might be affecting him. But Robbie’s not really a 
goalscorer. You need Lucchesi and Brown to create 
and score as well, Robbie can't seem to motivate him- 
self to really believe in his own ability. There’s no 
reason for that, because he can do it when he really 
wants to. Gary Ward will tell you at training that he'll 
score two or three on the weekend — if he succeeds or 
not — but you won’t hear that from Robbie. 


SCHWAB: We've all grown closely ac- 
quainted with Brown's qualities, but what are 
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was capable, in the 
eyes of the club and 
the supporters, of 
leading South Mel- 
bourne Hellas with 
distinction for the 
past two seasons, it 
makes little sense 
that he should be 
forced out after the 
club's recent poor 
run. 


But that’s what happened. 

He was forced out by his 
own pride. He wasn’t about to 
play second fiddle to Tommy 
Docherty or anyone else, and 
so it must be with any self-re- 
specting coach. 

The end has to come for all 
coaches, but Hellas’s downfall 
was not due only to Margari- 
us. 

Margaritis represented the 
Stability of Hellas for two and 


2 half years. Chopping off his 
head was not the answer. 


work hard at solving them. 

The appointment of Tommy 
Docherty is no more than a 
stop-gap measure. With no dis- 
respect for Tommy, if he does 
succeed in fixing the team, it’s 
logical that Margaritis would 
have done likewise had he been 
given time. 

My view is that coaches 
should be allowed to stay with 
a club over a long period, but 
first the club must make sure 
it hires the right man, a man 
with the right knowledge and 
attitude, not a cowboy. 

The club must be certain it 
has the man it wants and 
having made that decision it 
must stand by him through 
thick and thin. 

That is not the case at the 
moment. 

No wonder then that we tend 
more and more to lose respect 
for soccer's administration at 
club and federation levels. 

Recently the NSW Feder- 
ation fined St George coach 
Frank Arok over allegedly de- 
rogatory statements he made 
to the Press about the Ampol 
Cup. When will it fine club sec- 
retaries, club presidents or 
board members over their 
mistakes? No, that does not 


happen.

St George, like Marconi, has 
been moving smoothly up the 
table, also as a result of reso- 
lute work by its coach, frank 
Arok, who, like Kapetanovic, 
had to remould his team. 


Arok has established his 
playing staff, he has in- 
troduced firm discipline, and 
once you have that, everything 
else comes naturally. 

Meanwhile, Adelaide City 
reacted to the appointment of 
John Perin as coach by taking 
five points from its first four 
matches under him. Perin is 
the personification of his 
club’s history. No club every 
should part company with such 
@ player. 

From what I've been told by 
the players, they’re running 
their guts out for the club now, 
because of the respect they 
have for Perin’s stature. 

Hellas, despite its bad run, 
is not finished by any means 
because it has good players. 


problems behind them quickly.

McSkimming helped Spiders rise 





Called at various times 
Bob, Rob or Bobby, but regis- 
tered as Robert Shields 
McSkimming, Brisbane 
Lions’ newcomer ex- 
perienced seven seasons of 
Scottish League soccer 
before emigrating to Austra- 
lia. 

Born in Johnstone, Renfrewshire, he 
joined Queen's Park from Glasgow junior 
side Spurs Boys’ Club at the tail end of the 
1974-75 season and was drafted into the 
first team almost immediately. 


_ Queen’s Park is unique in the fact that it 
is the only amateur team operating in 


senior British soccer. Its home ground is 
the 84,000 capacity Hampden Park, but 
rarely attracts attendances of over a thou- 
sand! 

It was in this uninspiring atmosphere 
that McSkintming was to establish himself 
as one of the most consistent right backs 
among the league's lower ranks. 

The highlight of his career in Scotland 
undoubtedly was Park’s Second Division 
championship success of last year. This 
was the first honor achieved by the “‘Spi- 
ders’’, so nicknamed because of their 
think black and white hooped shirts, in 25 
years. 

To make the season even more notable, 
McSkimming doubled the number of 
he scored in senior soccer — four! Both 
proved to be match-winners. 

Realising that, at 25 years of age, he 


was unlikely to receive offers from profes- 
sional clubs, the qualified engineer de- 
cided that Australia offered greater pros- 
pects than depressed Scotland. 

In total he made 193 first team appear- 
ances for Queens’ Park. 

A chance meeting with Joe Gilroy, who 
was coach at Hampden during the early 
period of McSkimming’s time there, led to 
the two joining force again. 

A solid performer, he is a sharp, no-non- 
sense tackler, whose razor like reflexes 
also are an asset in his other favorite sport 
— table tennis. 

McSkimming is likely to be a key figure 
in a Lions defence endeavouring to fill the 
awesome void left by Jim Hermiston.

By nature, man is a striver 
after improvement. ° 

It is only in the more prim- 
itive sports such as boxing, 
which-has experienced a mass- 
ive drop in participants, that a 
deterioration in standards 
may occur. 

1 have played or coached 
soccer in this country since the 
60's, so | have the background 
to make an assessment of our 
Standards now as against then. 

Let me say at the outset that 
the fine Sydney sides, APIA, 
Hakoah, St George Budapest 
and my former club South 
Coast United, plus the fine 
Sydney Prague side were sta- 
cked with good players. 

This was to do with the fact 
that we were not in FIFA and 
could get top imports for little 
outlay and no transfer fees. 

However, almost all of 
Australia's best talent was in 
those sides, 

The Australian team used to 
come predominately from 
those sides. 

Those clubs regularly used 
to plunder Melbourne outfits to 
grab their best players to fur- 
ther concentrate the top 
players into a few teams in onc 
city while the rest of the coun- 
try stagnated. 

Additionally, until the 
advent of Frank Arok to Saints 
in the late 60’s, there was 
hardly a local player in those 
teams. 

Look at the situation now. 

There are fine teams 
throughout the country mainly 
made up of players developed 
in Australia. 

The quality and number of 
good young players is far 
ahead of those of the “‘golden 
years". 

As good as the young locals 
were then who did make it 
through, such as John Warren, 
Atti Abonyi and others, I be- 
lieve the new breed of local 
player is of a higher standard 
than they. 

There are many players in 
this country who could make it 
with second division teams in 
Europe. 

In a few more years it is 
probable that there will be 
players able to make the grade 
with First Division teams in 
England and Europe. 


Today's young talents, Mark 
Koussas, David Mitchell, 
Peter Katholos, John Kosmi- 
na, Alan Davidson, and others, 
are capable of playing Second 
Division Soccer in England or 
Europe. 


All of these received better 
coaching in their formative 
years than did the Warrens 
and Manfred Schaefers, just as 
the very young boys in junior 
soccer today are receiving 
better tuition than did Mitchell 
and his contemporaries. 

That is the way of the world. 
As 1] said earlier it gravitates 
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Gary Cole —a star of 
today. 


upward and forward, not the 
other way. 

Yes, crowds have dropped in 
Australia as in the rest of the 
world, but this is because of 
sociological reasons not a drop 
in soccer standards, 

Increased’ fitness has en- 
abled defenders to put in- 
cessant pressure on opponents 
which has restricted the skill 
of players in some positions, 
mainly up front. 

On the other hand, back 
players and midfield players 
are so much more involved 
and creative than their pre- 
decessors, 

I do believe there needs to 
be a concerted effort by those 
administering the game and 
especially the coaches, to seek 
to produce creative, sparkling, 
entertaining soccer, 

This is because spectators 
today demand to be enter- 
tained now that they have so 
many options in the enter- 
tainment world, 

Even the devoted migrant 
Supporter now wants more 
than just seeing a team with 
associations of his former 
country win a league. 

Even the dyed-in-the-woo] 
Greek, Italian, Macedonian or 
Yugoslav Soccer supporter 
wants to get value for his 
money and will increasingly 
demand so, 

However, to say that the 
game here has dropped and 
then blame it for reduced 
crowds is a miscaiculation. 

Soccer, like society at large, 
is in an ever-changing state of 
flux, with change and growth 
occuring all the time. 

I do not believe soccer has 
stopped prowing. 

The next 50 years will be 
great years for soccer, 

Throughout that period it 
will continue to grow in both 

size and quality, here as in the 
rest of the world — particular- 
ly here, 

How can anyone say that 
there has been no soccer pro- 
gress in Australia in the last 20 
years? 

At Woonona Oval down on 
the South Coast in the 60’s we 
practised 2 nights a week with 
plastic balis, not imitation 
leather as now, but genuine 
light-as-a feather plastic balls. 

Yet we were possibly the 
best team in the country at 
that time. 

Contrast that with the thor- 
oughness of the preparation of 
clubs like Sydney City, St 
George, Heidelberg, Brisbane 
Lions, Canberra City and so 
many other teams today. 

1 look forward to the next 50 
years — I might even win an- 
other premiership in that 
time.

All these proposals will be studied by a PSL committee

It had already beaten NSW 4-0 in the first round of the 
championship.

nerve fo 
attack Bayern 


Caution is the key to Aston Villa’s hopes 
of continuing English domination of the Eu- 
ropean Cup for a sixth successive year when 
it tries to topple crack West German ma- 
chine Bayern Munich next week. 

The game will be televised live by Channel 
0/28 trom 4.15am next Thursday. 


Bayern certainly won't be ° 


overawed by one of the grand- 
est occasions in world club 
soccer. 

Midfielders Paul Breitner 
and Bernd pueenberper played 
in Bayern's first Champions’ 
Cup triumph, a 4-0 replay win 
over Atletico Madrid in Brus- 
sels in 1974. Defender Udo 
Horsmann and striker Karl- 
Heinz Rummenigge played in 
the 1-0 victory over Saint- 
Etienne at Hampden Park in 
1976. 

| Sandwiched between those 
victories was a remarkable 2-0 
win against Leeds United in 
Paris in 1975. 
‘ The second triumph was 
highlighted by Bayern’s ability 
to soak up almost 70 minutes 
of pressure before swiftly stri- 
king back and catching Leeds 
on the break twice in the last 
10 minutes of the match. 

Discipline, organisation and 
patience are the hallmarks of 
this superb West German side. 
Let's not forget that in world 
class performers like Breitner 
and Rummenigge the 
Germans also possess two 
men with abundant imagina- 
tion and flair. 

Against those qualities is 
pitted an inexperienced Villa 
side contesting its first 
Champions’ Cup final 

The Germans though are 
well advised not to under- 
estimate their opponents, a 
jesson ; learned last year 
when they carried a 0-0 away 
result against Liverpool back 
to Germany confident that the 
second leg of the 1981 semi- 
final was a mere formality. 
Liverpool proved the Germans 
wrong. 

Villa must be careful not to 
become absorbed by going for- 
ward at all costs. The ability of 
Bayern to counter attack is 
awesome, 

That's why caution is the 
keynote of Villa’s fortunes. 

The English though, go Into 
the Rotterdam encounter as 
underdogs, The Germans are 
expected to press forward and 
pin Villa inside its defensive 
half for lengthy periods and 
this could suit the Birmingham 
based team. 

Blond Villa winger Tony 
Morley is the man who could 
cause most problems for the 
Germans. Capped twice for 
England, his speed and dribb- 
ling ability enable him to beat 
opponents and get in behind 
the defence where he poses the 
biggest threat to Bayern’s or- 
ganisation at the back. 

And it is in defence that the 
Germans appear weakest. 
Bertram Beierlorzer, Hans 
Weiner, Klaus Augenthaler 
and Horsmann certainly isn’t a 
distinguished unit. 

Hungarian coach Pal 
Csernai was fuming over his 
defence when Bayern went 3-0 
down in 17 minutes to CSKA 
Sofia in the semi-final first 
leg. Just 10 days later Bayern 
went down 4-3 to Eintracht 
Frankfurt in an important 
Bundesliga clash. 

The Germans are so con- 
cerned over their goalkeeping 
position that they have been 
spying on Austrian keeper 
Klaus Lindenberger. It's prob- 
able that young Walter Jung- 
hans will be in Bayern’s goal 
even though he has shown a 
penchant for unpredictable 
errors of late. 

Villa is likely to use English 
international Peter Withe as 
its target man up front with 
elusive Gary Shaw working off 
him. Morley probably will be 
allowed to switch wings 
though should Villa adopt a 
cautious approach, which 
wouldn't surprise in view of 
the quality of the opposition, 
then Morley may play on the 


—_ 


left side of a midfield quartet 
with just Withe and Shaw left 
to crack the German central 
defensive core. 

Boardroom bickering has 
plagued Villa throughout its 
league program. The soon to 
be deposed league champion 
has had a mediocre season yet 
manager Tony Barton, who re- 
placed Ron Saunders earHer 
this year, has achieved a 
minor miracle in leading Villa 
to the Champions’ Cup final. 

One wonders though wheth- 
er Barton’s Villa will have the 
nerve and the audacity to take 
the Rotterdam clash to the 
Germans. 

If it does, and succeeds, it 
will have written another 
chapter into the history book 
of this grand competition. 

No nation can boast a do- 
mination of the Champions’ 
Cup for six successive years. 
The English, thanks to Liver- 
pool and Nottingham Forest, 
have triumphed for the past 
five years, however they 
merely equalled the record of 


the mage cent Spanish flag ° 


bearer Real Madrid which won 
the cup from 1956 to 1960, 

Bayern should win. Cup 
finals though are notorious 
mockers of form. Let’s just 
hope that the exciting, free flo- 
wing spectacles of the 1950s 
and 60s can be revived in Rot- 
terdam.

become current holders of the 
coveted trophy, while the Eng- 
lish have been floundering for 
many years now. 

British sailors were the first 
to kick the round ball around in 
Argentina, followed by the in- 
troduction of soccer into the 
curriculum of a private high 
school by Alexander Watson 
Hutton in 1866. The following 
year English residents of the 
Argentine capital formed the 
Buenos Aires Cricket Club's 
soccer section, which attrac- 
ted 16 players for its first offi- 
cial match, with the two sides 
differentiated only by the 
colors — blue or red — of their 
caps. 

It took another 16 years 
before the Argentine Football 
Association came into being 
and the first international fix- 
ture — again featuring Eng- . 
lishment —- was against South- 
ampton in 1904. 

By 1930 professional soccer 
was introduced, with Boco 
Juniors players receiving a 
payment of 50 pesos a win, 
needing four wins a month to 
earn the average skilled work- 
er’s wages, 

Fifty years later, the aver- 
age skilled worker would prob- 
ably need more than a lifetime 
to earn the equivalent of what 
the 1978 world champion 
team’s members received. Ar- 
gentina followed the examples 
of Uruguay (1930), Italy 
(1934), England (0966), and 
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West Germany (1974), in win- 
ning the title on its home soil. 

By virture of its win, Men- 
otti’s team qualified for Spain 
without the bother of having to 
go through qualifying games. 
This may not be the great ad- 
vantage it seems at first glan- 
ce, as Argentina has played re- 
latively few international 
matches since its win nearly 
four years ago and its recent 
results have not been impres- 
sive at all, 

No wonder Menotti is full of 
complaints. 

“League games are at a 
much lower standard than four 
years ago and we can’t expect 
miracles [rom a national team 
whose members are not play- 
ing in a competition of con- 
meme high quality,”’ he 
sa 


“It is an ever bigger prob- 
lem that we simply do not have 
an international standard cen- 
tral striker to call on at the 
moment.” 

Leopoldo Lugue, the tank- 
like front-runner in the last 
Mundial, 32 years old and 
currently a member of the 
Tempico club in Mexico did 
not make the squad. 

Another star of yesteryear, 
Mario Kempes, cost River 
Plate a $ million transfer fee 
before he could return home 
from Spanish club Valencia, 
but has not recaptured the 
greatness which made him the 
leading scorer and outstanding 
player of four years ago. 

Star of the world Youth Cup 
in Japan in 1979, the tiny 168 
cm Diaz, has not lived up to his 
promise, showing only flashes 
of brilliance when opposed by 
a Slack defence — a highly un- 

‘likely occureence next month. 

Bertoni may be another 
candidate for the team and is 
easily the top winger in the 
nation, But question marks 
remain on the forward line.
